bo the generally understood cereel-growing season, the average rainfall 
Beets agricultural areas was /149 points comzared with the 41 vears' 
feamor Only 201. The next three months .ipril to Juné were below the 
Mean with 370 (462), July was above with 258 (191) and August to 
October were considerably below with 251 (481) while November was above 
fen wit 157 (96) boints. The total for the period April to October 
was only 879 (1,134) points.while for “ipril to November it was only 
mee (1,250) points. 


Tie dny pervod trom August to October had a gradually 
deteriorating effect on the crops and reduced the prospective yields 
bywmeny million bushels.
